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INTRODUCTION 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Land  Use  Committee  for  Boston  State  Hospital 
on  January  8,    1973,   the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  v/as   requested 
to  compile  all    available  information  oertaining  to  current  development 
proposals  being  considered  for  lands  at  Boston  State  Hospital. 

This   report  and  its  accompanying  mans   contains  information  on  seven 
proposals.     Some  are  in  the  advanced  phases  of  planning,  while  others 
are  still    in  the  early  discussion  stages.     None,  however,  have  reached 
the  final    approval    or  construction  points.     Thus,   it  appears  at  this 
point  in  time  that  the  Committee  still   has  an  opportunity  to  influence 
decisions   governing  each  proposal. 

The  intention  of  this  report,  then,  is  to  provide  a  base  of  information, 
such  that  the  Cormiittee  can  make  an  intelligent  evaluation  of  each 
proposal    and  determine  what  other  possibilities  exist  for  using  this 
land  in  a  manner  best  suited  to  satisfying  the  needs  of  the  surrounding 
neighborhoods   and  the  City  as  well   as  the  institutions  in  the  area. 

Boston  State  Hospital    (including  St.   Michael's  Cemetery)  has  a  total 
of  242  acres.     It  is  estimated  that  163  acres  of  this  total   can  be 
considered  potential   development  areas,  while  79  acres  are  not  available 
for  reuse  or  new  development.     The  seven  current  proposals  outlined 
on  the  following  pages  are  proposed  on  no  more  than  73  acres  of  Boston 
State  Hospital   land,   considerably  less  than  total   acreage  available  for 
potential   development.
